It has been olilen said that 
ours 4s a cosmopoUton city — 
only fitting then, that ours be 
a cosmopoUton university. Tiut 
this is so, a ^ncc around us 
w^l quickly confirm. Among our 
student body are representatives 
of various creeds, races, and na- 
tionalities. 

Such variety extends to the 
teaching staff as woll So we 
sought out, ithe other day, a 
recent arrival from Pakistan 
whom we thought woiUd prove 
. an Interesting subject for an 
Interrtew. After an 'hour-long 



conversation, we wore certainly 
not disappointed, but extremely 
gratified with our choice. 

Abdul Quavi Zla was bom 
and brought up in India — 
bom on November Hth, 1025, 
in Lucknow, northern India, to 
be exact Having attended the 
local elementary and secondary 
schools, he entered a four year 
Honours B. A. course (history 
major) <at the University of Luck- 
now. After one year fuifther 
study, he received his M.A. from 
the University of AiUgarh, and 
was offered a teaching position 
In its Jilstpry departmetU. Here 
ho remained for almost two 
years, until 1948, when India 
received her Independence and 
migration between Pakistan ond 
India ftourished. Mr. Zia then 



moved to West Pakistan, whore 
In his twelve year stay, lie assu- 
med a multiplicity of positions 
among which wero assistant pro- 
fcssor of History at Bhawalna- 
gar College, and Chairman of 
the History department at City 
College In Hyderabad. 

Within this same period, he 
found time to \vrUc two books— 
The History of Spain and An- 
cient Civilizations and Cultures. 
The latter was the result of two 
years' work and was ready for 
publication in 1960. The former, 
taking him three years to com- 
plotc, ihos been published in 
1958. It earned him the Cultural 
Study Scholarship from the Spa- 
nish government \n 1961. Two 
other scholarships were also 
awarded to him — the renowned 
Pulbright Scholarship, the best 
the United Slates has to offer, 
and one-from the University of

Hawaii to study at the *'Ccnter 
for Cultural and Technical In- 
terchange Between East and 
West". 

It was with this aid that Mr, 
Zia was able to come to America 
and complete the requirements 
for his dooftorate. While in the 
United States, he iravciled ex- 
tcnsivcly, attending and giving 
many lectures at numerous uni- 
versities in order to acquire an 
accurate image of "Yankee" col- 
lege life. 

In 1003, Mr. Zia decided to 
apply for his immigration papers 
to Canada. Only three months 
ago, lie arrived In Vancouver, 
So greatly was he impressed with 
our country that he decided iic 
''would tlove to 5lay'\ and has 
subsquently made known, 
through the proper channels, his 
desire to become a naturalized 
citizen, **Maybe in five years 
lime, I will have my papers", 
he says. tMrs, Ziii, still in Pakis- 
tan, lias already received her 
immigration papers, so w i 1 1 
join her husband nosjl year 
lie wouldn't dike her to come 
during the winter*', but "would 
rather have her in the spring 
or summer, so that she can gel 
acclimatized*'). From Vancouver, 
Mr. Zia travelled to Toronto, 
and thence to Sudbury In time 
for Uie fall semester at the 
uaivensHy, 

As for his first impression of 
Sudbury, Mr. Zia thought it "a 
nice mining town wiUi aU the 
paraphernalia of an Industrial 
center"- He did notice, however, 
the lack of cultural activILics 
here. Having much experience in 
the field of organization and ad- 
ministration, he graciously offe- 
red his personal assistance to 
any student who might be in- 
terested In correcting the situa- 
tion, (The groundwork of his 
experience lies in his being one 
of the hundred writers who 
founded the "AU Pakistan Wrl-, 



tcrs' Guild". So loo, during his 
brtef interim in Hawaii, Sir. Zia 
organized numerous cultural 
events, one of which was Uic 
first "International Evening" 
ever to be staged; as Chairman 
of tlic Ilawian Cultural Com- 
mission he invited delegates 
from twenty-five countries to 
perform In its five-hour pro- 
gram, which has since become 
an annual affair. He also enga- 
ged in numerous debacles and 
discussions on T.V. networks 
througiiout the world and 1ms 
three times been a guest on the 
"Voice of America".) 

Questioned nbout Laurentltin 

University itsolf, Mr. Zia quickly 

pointed out -tliat '*it is always 

*a pleasure to work in on insti 



tution with a bright future In 
regard to growth and expan- 
sion". Laurentian, in his opinion, 
is "as good as many universities 
in Canada — presently, though, 
very limited courses are offe- 
red". He does trust, however, 
that the present president, a 
dynamic man with a wealth of 
views and ideas, wM contribute 
a lot to its betterment and pro- 
gress. 

Many of Laurentlan's profes- 
sors, Mr. Zia believes, could se- 
cure teaching positions anyivhc- 
re In eitlicr the United States 
or Canada. As for its students, 
they appeared to be *' regular, 
serious minded and attentive. 
To be very frank," he continued 
*'I Jove my teacliing here; I have 
written this to my friends — I 
do not know Iiow to express my 
joy and pleasure at being a part 
of Laurenllan University". 

If we may insert a personal 
note here, Mr, Zia, we do not 
know how to express our joy 
and pleasure at having you as 
a part of Laurentkan University* 
You mentioned at the close of 
our interview that in your lugga* 
ge you still have an unused air 
Une ticket back to Pakistan.

"To err is human'\ so the hom-'ly goes, "to fopglvc divine". 
U is with a feeling of abject humility that I appeal to the divinity 
of Miss Autens Makl and others of Hunitingfton Co^iege who may 
have been offended by the grievous error commStcd by this editor 
in the last issue of Lambda, As even the most immature Frosh 
Icnows, the Conltor (meaning, "I push or lean asgainst with vfolence'*) 
Is *'a .periodical of ideas and controversy". The Conifer (Miss Maki 
plcasoi correct! me if I'm wrong again) is a literary magazine* or 
a year b'dok; I'm stm not sure which. In the fctst tosue of Lambda, 
I made the unforgivable bhrnder of confusing these two publica- 
tions/ and was justly wrapped on the knuckles by Miss Makl in 
the recent issue of the Conltor* As atonement for this blunder, I 
hereby offer <to write one hundred times "I wai never again con- 
fuse the Conltor ("periodical of ideas, etc.") with the Conifer (lite- 
rary magazine)", 

I must also make amends for my unfortunate use of the word 
"mediocre". I was not tiying to dibel the former editor of Uie 
Conltor, dear girt; for as 1 said, "in spite of some hard work and 
good \iTiUngf the Conltor ^\*as a faElure, because Huntington is still 
too smoilt to produce a really adequate periodical on its own". 
The Conitor was, and still is, weU written- But if there -are goiing to 
be two or three campurs newspapers at a university as small as Lau* 
renlian, the quality of each will suffer. 

But the heart of my complaint iltast month Involved more than 
the question of campus newspapers. Here at Laurentian we have 
two (and soon wUl have three) church related coHeges, each of 
which is, according to the current university calendar, "completely 
autonomous, and controls its own property, finances, and internal 
affairs". In addition, we liave a non-dcnomJnational college^ under 
the direct authority of Laurentian University. The advantages of 
the coMege system in a large Uiniversiity aire many; in a school of 
large enrolment such as the Uiiivcrsity of Toronto, for example, 
an individual is easily lost '^n trhe crowd, unless he has a home 
college whose intimate atmosphere Eends Itself to amicable social 
and scholanly relationships. But in a university of small enrolment 
such as our own, the college system unforteinatclyt oubeit uninten* 
tlonally, contributes to a lack of cohesion and a tendency towards 
isolationism in students affairs. There are, for example, not one, 
but four student governments on campus, for less than four hun* 
drcd students* This is ridiculous. Even docal high schoo&s, most 
of wich have enrolments of more than twice that of Laurcnlian, 
maintain only one students' council apiece. As a result of this 
ttdminiArative hydra, needless duplioalion is rampant: each of 
the colleges tries to maintain its own social committee, sports 
commute, cuiSlural olitb, etc., etc., etc. And the collcfie govern- 
ments jealously tend to put coUege activities first, makhig on-ly 
a token attempt at co-ordinating their efforts towards providing the 
maximum opportunity for the intermingling oi the two cultures 
represented here. As just one pa^'jtry example of this sort of exdlu- 
^Ivism: Huntington stu^Jents Tccentily^held a "pioneer trek^' to. tho 
site of our new campus. Why did they not invite students from 
other colleges^ particularly the French students, to accompSny 
them? Or, to get back to my original complaint, why don't the 
Huntington students lend t;heir support to Lambdn,( and heaven 
knows we need ai'l the support wc can gel!), Instead of slanting 
up a competing newspaper of their ottn? I admire their ambition 
but the plain fad is that Laurent Ian simply cannot support such a 
multiplicity of activities. WeVc just too dcunmed small, friends. 

Tm enrolled in Huntington myself, and think that some day 
it will be a fine college, perhaps an exemplary leader in the Lau- 
rentian federation. But so far, it has managed to provide an Image 
of social insularly which the other colleges, unfortunate^, are 
beginning to foUow* So I appeal to your sense of perspedive, fello\v 
Huntingtonians. Instead of cutting ouitselves off from the main- 
stream of campus life, let's take fu-l advantage of the opportunities 
afforded by the size and unique nature of our bilingual university, 
and SDt an example of co-operation and leadership.

of light which illuminated this 
situation for me has given me 
an irrepressible desire to dlsco^ 
<ver at least, after centuries of 
fear and ignorance, what really 
makes an English i>crson tick. 

But as I make this feeble 
effort to tear down the barrier 
which divides us, I want to em- 
pliasize that I am not advoca- 
ting any kind of organized meet- 
ing. In aan organization, complete 
with chaimtan, etc., wc would 
sinrply re-form into two camps, 
as before. All I want is to talk 
to a Huntington student who 
would explain his philosophy of 
life, and thereby help to destroy 
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some of the prejudices. And I 
would do the same for Mm. Per- 
haps in this way, each of us 
could help change the opinions 
of the other. I might forget what 
Oanadian history has taught me, 
viz., that my great-firandmother 
was violated fay a red<Mt; and 
my ^iglish friend might tern* 
porarlly forget that I am bioody, 
inferior, and Catholic After- 
wards (but only afterwards), we 
coiUd say, "these people think 
such-and-such". Thus our pre- 
judices, H not dead, may at 
least find a solid foundation. 

Is my discovery naive? My 
prejudices are oven more so.
